Tbe morning of the fourteenth da 


of the trial of the 920,000 damage ac 
tiyn of George W. Helter agains 
Judge T. C. Roche saw its close. Tbe 
jury rendered a verdict for flelte 
giving him one dollar damages. 


Immediately after the jury were 


charged 
Monday 
evening 
Sheriff 
Hedge cleared the courtroom and thev 
settled down to 
business. W. M~ 


Conrad, of Mill Creek, was chosen 
foreman, and the balloting began 
About 25 ballots were taken before ii 
looked anything like a conclusion, au< 
then seven men voted for the verdict 
ats it was rendered. In a short time 
tbe others voted the same belief, am 
at 6 o'clock this morning the decision 
was reached. 
At S:30 o'clock Judge Eason opened 


court, and the roll of the jury was 
called. Tbe verdict was banded to 
ihe deputy clerk, and he read that the 
jury found for the plaintiff and as- 
sessed the damages at one dollar. 


Immediately after the verdict was 
given Attorney Merrell asked that 
divorce be granted George W. Helter 
as the evidence in the case just clusec 
was the same as that to be given in 
the divorce suit. 
Judge Eason read 
the petition and granted the divorce 
on the ground cf adultery, saying he 
would name no man in connection 
with ibe case. 
The cosis incuned by the trial are 


divided bv law between Helter and 
Roche.

'•Gentlemen of the Jury—It occurs 
to me that you have listened to tbe 
remarkable details of this remarkable 
case with such intelligence that no 
good can come from argument.

Arguments 
Tfce Attorneys Conftraed Their 


to a Late Ho«r. 


When court reconvened 
Captain 
James continued his argument: 
"When counsel got up here and said 
I bad said Aaron Burr had found no 


bout this woman. And I repeat that 
don't believe that woman was 
iraigbt before she met Roche. 
But 
oucan't, make me believe that she 
uddenly took a olnnge into the bad. 
But tbey say Ro"cbe did. 
Shame on 
the man who would have you believe 
t. She is smart, but the womanhood 
minus. 
'•That woman according to her own 
tory. was wicked enough if he offered 
er two thi -ds of the income of his 
ffice to take it. I sav. gentlemen, 
tie is a dangerous woman. Let every 
man who has regard for himself stand 
rom under for he will feel the weight 
f her power. •' 
Captain James here went over the 
vents of the eventful Bight and con- 
inued: 
"Right above her slei t h^r sister. 


Neighbors lived within ten feet of 
he house. JTo call is given. She 
silled for no help as she lay on the 
he floor. I say she didn't lie there, 
t bears the impress of a falsehood, 
he didn't telegraph or write to her 
usband about it, but she said J udge 
icche said he meant her no barm. Af- 
er he had done that which, if she 
ad been a decent woman would have 
_ost him his life, she believed him 
nd in a few days she was back at his 
ffice. If I ever saw a wiiness who 
tiould be utterly damned for what 
tie said on the stand it is ibis wo- 


man, and I never saw another except 
be ibat lovely husband of hers. 
"This is all a farce and a fake. This 
tatement of that man and woman is 
n ins'ilt to yonr intelligence. I would 
eel humiliated if this woman and 
bis man would attempt to make me 
relieve these stories." This pair or 
«ople ought not to bave room left in 
he county in which to live. 
If the 
rosecuting attorney does his duty 
his man. George ~\V. Heller, will 
ave tbe slripes on him. 
"I repeat, gentleman. lb!s is a con- 
spiracy. Helter goes west. Along in 
July he gets a let ter say i OK Roche is 
intimate with his wife. He gets ott- 
ers. Then begets a telegram saying 
•Roche is now in bed with your wife.' 
What does he do? He wriies and stays 
there. If be is an honest man be 
would have coane here lo investigate 
it- He did not want to come back. 
Tbey had set their trap for Roche. 
They then go west and set up a home. 
That furniture is there now and 
when this suit is over they will slip 
out tbere and occupy it. 


'-Helter comes back the last time 


and meets his wife here on Main 
sireet and they go to board at Mrs. 
Barringer's, and now I want to show 
the conspiracy to rob this defendant, 
T. C. Roche. Why she took an oath 
that she would work, hope and pray 
to become bis wife. Xow what a 
thing is that. It would stagger the 
credulity of any man. 
"Helter 
had been satisfied with 


Roche and his wife said they were air 
right. He bad no suspician of her. 
He says they lived there and May 17 
when all was lovely and bis last suspi- 
cion allayed, what occurs,? She turns 
around and makes a confessian that 
damns her name forever. 
Doesn't it 


look peculiar that she would go to her 
husband and confess to him that she 
had sustained illicit relations with 
Judge Roche,at this time when every- 
thing was safe and protected? Why 
did she do it? I say if she did do it sbe 
did it with a scheme to make a raid 
on Roche. 


"What did they do? Within an 


in 
her bedroom suffering the agonies of 
death. Would you expect to see her 
standing by tbe husband as his back- 
er? Her agony should have lasted for 
days and weeks. Instead of that I 
charge sbe was the head and front of 
this ccnspiracy. Tbere that corrupt 
woman was beading that movement 
and the purpose of that movement 
was to get money. 
Heller didn't 


know it? Shame on a man who would 
bave you believe it. 
Yet he says be 


wouldn't settle it for twenty-five hun- 
dred thousand dollars.' That's tbe es- 
timate he places on that fallen wo- 
man, this lovely life. 
'What are you 
going to do about it?' savs Ilelter. 
What did he mean by that? 


'•On Saturday we 'find this lovely 
pair wending their way to a law office, 
and he asks her to make a confession. 
There in the presence of the lawyer 
she puts down the story of her infamy. 
She tells you the reason she gave it 
was to protect her loveiv husband 
from her relations. I tell 
you the 
reason was because that when they 
started out tc bleed Boche be wou!d~- 
n't bleed worth a cent." If there were 
tears shed by these loving creatures it 
was 
because 
their scheme had 
failed. 
'•I am not here to apoligize for 
Judge Roche. But he is not guilty of 
perjury. He hadn't wronged, he had- 
n't wronged him. Neither of them 
could be wronged. 
She is cold and 
heartless. He was a man who was 
reeking with corruption. He had de- 
bauched a girl who although a prosti- 
tute when before you was then a de- 
cent woman. Within the last three 
weeks that miserable debauchee at- 
tempted to ruin that young mother. 
That's the kind of a man you are asked 
to hold to your bosom and give him a 
verdict His wife is the one they bank 
on, yet she !s no party In the suit." 
Captain James here scored Mr. 
Rausch for attacking-good men for 
testifying against Helter, saying he 
should here "let his cousin be rciten 
still for he will be a stench in the nos- 
trils of humanity wherever his form 
may lodge." 
':£ven though JudgeKoche may not 
have done as he ought to have done ne 
has left no orphans here. That girl 
Bessie Kisller was loyal to her hus- 
band until this loathsome man enter- 
ed her home. How eloquent sbe was 
when shesat on the stand and said 
'Were it not for this man I would be 
a decent woman today.* There are 
the elements of womanhood in here. 
She is more of a womau than is Lida 
HeJler. Her cheek never blanched,and 
no tear came to her eye." But Bessie 
Kistler's child is an orphan. It is a de- 
cree of Almighty God that some great 
beasts cannot repeat themselves. Hel- 
ter and is wife have never had off- 
spring. 
"The people who know Bessie say 
they never heard a word against he'r 
good name until the correspondence 
with Helter. He brought her to Go- 
shocton, and promised to provide for 
her. Bessie Kistler stands here as su- 
perior to Lida Helter as the heavens 
are above earth. I was struck with 
the brightness of her face. 
Compare 
these two women. Lida Helter is ed- 
ucated, yet she has fallen as low, and 
I believe her future will show, as Bes- 
sie Kistler. Take Bessie. There was 
not a breath against her name until 
this man set upon her track. 
•'They say we brought nothing but 
a debased woman. 
Thev say Bessie 
Kistler would swear one way or the 
other for half a do:lar. There isn'i a 
public woman in Ohio who would pro- 
dace a betler impression. 
It is "not 
art. It is nature. I Lelieved what she 
said because wherever ii was possible 
the third party supported her evi- 
dence. Take the Oak hotel, the Tria- 
way statement, the trip from the 
stale fair. Alex Stewart is a good, 
honorable man. and he swears that 
Helter admitted be had been to Isleta, 
Yet this immaculate Helter says Alex 
Stewart is a falsifier. 
Strange prac- 
tice.'" 


Captain Jamas recalled tbe wine 
drinking, and 
showed bow Bessie 


Kistler was corroborated by Smith 
Jones. He spoke of the Newark and 
Mt. Vernon trips, and declared Ibat 
although unfortunate Bessie Iv is tier 
had told the truth. "I am willing to 
stand her alongside of Lida Helter 
and she is more worthy of belief thau 
Mrs. Helter ever can be." 
"I never knew a case where there 
was such reckless lying. 
The officers 
should go after these people. Here is 
a case so clearly willful and corrupt 
that there is no doubt, about it- This 
man Helter and his wife committed 
perjury. 


"I believe the scheme was formed 


in tbe west and consummated at Mr. 
Barringer's house. Did you ever see 
a man so easily satisfied? 
What his 


wife said was true. Then Mrs. Helter 
believed in Roche. All he had to (lo 
was to say'I didn't mean any harm" 
and sbe believed him. I tell you. gen- 
tlemen, there was a scheme to rob 
Judge Roche. 
•'When the confession was made 
they 
struck 
right out for Judge 
Roche's office. And it may be he be- 
gan to see where she had led him. He 
tried to turn it off, but there was no 
let up. That woman now turns upon 
him. 
Once that name. 'Dear George.' 
was music to her soul. Then it was 
Diamond Jack. Now it is Roche. 
Once it was that tall man. 
I trust, 


gentlemen. I need not explain it 
farther. 
"I am getting tired of this case. Its 
details are revolting, but we want 
justice done. Judge Roche took the 
manly course, and said to the jury 
'Let my neighbors and citizens tell 
this story. I may have done wrong. 
We are 
not supposed to be proof 


jury every time she denied those men 
left her house. I have no doubt hei 
attractions brought custom all the 
time. 


•This woman in Chicago swears sbe 


SHW Eoch go in the cellar way. She 
lived upon the corner and if he did go 
in the cellar way she couldn't see it 
She had written Roche a letter, ant 
when he served a notice on her to take 
her deposition and Rausch ajd Mer 
rell went out there, that woman was 
ready to sell out to tbe highest bid 
der. She admits she sent it in the en 
velope, but when Helter went out and 
made the highest bid for her testi 
mony she found it would pay her to 
stand in with lielter and tbey rhang 
ed the letters. You wili have those 
letters, and I think you will come to 
the conclusion that the same person 
wrote tbe two letters. That woman 
out theie isn't straight. 1 thimc. Why 
she had her 10 year old boy swear U» 
help her out, and be swears recklesslv 
Why. the boy was in bed at the time 
given. There never was a bed in that 
sitting room. 


'•Gentlemen, all I ask is that you do 
what your judgment points out as 
your course. 
I have confidence in 
your judgment and integrity. 
I fee 
strong in tbe position we bave taken 
That this was a conspiracy and this 
woman was the head and front. There 
was nothing for Roche to steal. She 
is a cold, scheming, heartless woman, 
and I feel satisfied with my judgment 
in her case. She has told her story. 
She divided her love. Sfce was shrewd 
enough to know how to talk on that 
subject. Some of these - fellows had 
instructed her to say sbe had lost her 
a!*ection for her husband. But she 
bated Roche. She baled him because 
he had not given her two-thirds of the 
income of his office. What about her 
husband? She didn't like him because 
he didn't keep this case out of court. 
That is how she apportions these val- 
uable affections. They are transitory. 
They belong to any one who will give 
her a little monev. Don't be misled 
by this woman. She has been the of- 
fender her. Who of you can say you 
bave any confidence in anything she 
has said or what her husband has 
>aid. And I say to you it would only 
be poetic justice for tbe jury to kick 
these parties out of court fo'r bringing 
tbisslusb in here and asking a ver- 
dict."' 


Captain James had talked 2 hours 
and 20 minutes. 


JUDGE C. B. HUNT 


Spjke 
Briefly 
OB the Principal pants of 
Tbe Case. 


Judge C. B. Hunt said in part: 
"ThU action is not because the af- 
fections of some young and innocent 
girl have been injured. This action is 
not against Judge Boche as an official. 
George Heller claims that by the ac- 
tion of Thomas C. Roche be has been 
damaged. You have a right to take 
into consideration Belter's character 
and the character of his wife. 


-The condnct of Helter and his wife 
show conspiracy and collusion. \Ve 
have shown by four witnesses the con- 
duct of these people in Tuscarawas 
county after this suit was tiled. It's 
a stionger testimony for these four 
men 10 t-estify they saw these people 
together after the suit was commenc- 
ed than if they attempted to set a 
date. They tried to have Mr. Price 
say he might bave been mistaken and 
it was Miss Anna Heller who was in 
the buggy with George Helter. 
Whv 
didn't they show that she was in the 
buggy with Georee Helter after tbe 
filing of the suit? 


"I say to you that, any set of people 
that will put a 10 year old boy on the 
stand to swear to a lot of stuff that is 
not true, will do anything even to for- 
siery, and I ask you to examine those 
letters. 


"Take Mrs. Kistltfr. I never saw 
her until she came on the stand. She 
was tempted strongly, but h°r fall was 
not so great as that of Mrs. Helter. 
She is educated, but she had the in- 
clination and ran after men. There 
is no doubt in my mind that she ran 
after Judge Roche." 


Judge Hunt touched upon the rea- 
sons why -Judge Roche had not taken 
the stand. Continuing he said: 
"If Bessie Kistler has been corrob- 
orated on the Columbus trip, the Oak 
hotei incident, the wine incident you 
bave a right to believe her story re- 
garding the Mt. Vernon and Newark 
trips. Can you believe any part of 
Heller's story or his wife's story? And 
can you not see collusion between 
them lo extort money from Judge 
Roche? 
If Judge Roche has been 
guilty of any act against God he must 
answer to Him, and if he is guilty of 
any act against tbe people of this 
county be must answer to them. 
In 
this case he is answerable only to 
George W. Helter."

THE BELTEI tOCME VEM1CT. 


The verdict in the Belter-Roche 


trial is a defeat for both plaintiff and 
defendant. The verdict being given 
for the plaintiff means that the jury 
found Judge Ru:he guilty of unlawful 
conduct with Uelter's wife, and the 
&mall amount of the damages means 
that the character of one or the other 
or possibly both of the Ilekers was 
such 
that the affections alienated 
were of small value. -Had tbellelteis 
gone into court with clean hands and 
come out unsullied, the damages as- 
sessed against Judge Roche would un- 
doubtedly have been large, for tbe af- 
fections of a pure wife for a pure bus- 
tatnd are certainly worth more than 
one dollar. The conduct of a Heller 
or Heliers being such as to mitigate 
damages does not excuseJud^e Roche. 
He has done wrong. The small amount 
of damages means that a Helter also 
has done wrong, but the wrongs of a 
Heiter do not justifv Judge Roche in 
doing wrong. 


THK AGE has not until now criti- 


cised Judge Roche in this mailer, 
Corn-Don decency required that the 
case be decided fn the courts first. TIIE 
AGE chronicled the proceedings of tbe 
case as fully as our facilities would 
permit, and with all possible fairness 
10 boib sides. We suppressed only 
that part which was until to be read 
ibe homes. It is right and proper 
that tbe trial of tbe case in court 
should determine whether or not he 
has been guilty of wrong doing. 
V\"e 
have faith that the jury's verdict of 
implied guilt is correct and right, and 
we have nothing but censure for such 
conduct, whether it be upon the part 
of Judge Roche or anvooe else. 
This 
is not a matter of politics, but a mat- 
ter of morality, and as such is deplor- 
able. It stands before the community 
as a horrible example of unchastity. 
Nothing can excuse it. 


The upshot of the case is that both 
Heller and Koche are .besmirched, 
th a difference of opinion as to Mrs. 
Helter. 
If 
there was conspiracy 
against Judge Roche, or persecution 
on the part of bis personal enemies, 
.hat does not- excuse him. 
There is no doubt but what Helter 
made a horrible mistake in the nature 
»f hissuil, but, that does not excuse 
Soche. Instead of bringing a suit to 
iiefc money. Heller should have imme- 
liaiely brought suit for divorce from 
lis wife and made Roche a co-respond- 
:nt. 
That would bave given Roche 


he public airing that- he deserved and 
would have punished him more arid 
better than this action to recover 
money. For that blunder in the kind 
)f a suit he brought. Helter was per- 
haps not responsible himself, for he 
was no doubi the victim of unsafe 
counsel, having placed his case in the 
lands of Roche's personal enemies, 
who have a penchant for bringing 
damage suits, practically ail of which 
•hey lose. 
Bnt "personal enemies" 
and-'persecution" and all those things 
ATB no excnse for Judge Roche's mis- 
conduct with Belter's wife. 
He has 
imply done wrong.

EMPRESS FREDERICK DEAD. 


Passing of the Royal Mother of the 


Emperor of Germany. 


Cronbers. Aug. 6.—Dowager Em- 


Press Frederick died Monday even- 
ing at 6:15 and immediately the 
church bells were tolled and the flags 
were lowered to half mast. Visitors 
to the castle began inscribing their 
names in book placed for the purpose 
in the halL The castle grounds are 
surrounded by soldiers and patrolled 
by hussars and mounted police. 


It is said the cause of death waa 


dropsy accompanying cancer. The re- 
markable vitality of the dowager em- 
press astonished her physicians. She 
retained consciousness to the end. 


Emperor William and other of the 


immediate royal relatives were In the 
sick chamber during the day and were 
present at the final moment. 


In her last hours the empress fre- 


quently repeated the dying words of 
her royal consort. "Learn to suSer 
without complaining." 


It is taken for granted that the in- 


terment will be at Friedenskirche. 
Potsdam, by the side of Emperor 
Frederick. 


The announcement of the death of 


the dowager empress was published 
In Berlin too late for comment in the 
evening papers, with the exception of 
The Freislnnlge Zeitung, which re- 
calls her heroic bearing during her 
husband's last days, "when she silent- 
ly endured the heartless allusions ot 
the Chauvinistic German press," This 
journal also praises her "dignified 
self-effacement" since the death of 
Frederick the Noble. 


Federal Judge In the Toils. 


Seattle. Wash., Aug. 6.—The Teller 


News of July 18. received here, says: 
"Judge E. G. Rognon,^judge of the 
United States court, has'been indicted 
by the federal grand jury and arrest- 
ed for alleged misuse of government 
money. It is charged that the judge 
used government money for the pur- 
chase of supplies and a building which 
he claimed was for government use. 
He claims to have made arrangements 
whereby the government is amply pro- 
tected from loss and that the matter 
should be and would have bees set 
tied by a civil suit, if it had not been 
for the activity of his enemies."

There will be little or no discussion 


of the provisions' of the platform, 
which are understood to include 
strong pledges on behalf of the Re- 
publicans to repeal the present elec- 
tion law, to enact laws to prevent cor- 
rupt practices ia connection with elec- 
tions, and to pass laws to govern the 
holding of primary elections. One of 
the planks, it Is understood, will con- 
tain a severe arraignment of the Dem- 
ocrats for their uncertain stand on 
the currency question, which is de- 
signed as a criticism of former Sen- 
ator Gorman. The administration of 
Governor Smith will be denounced, as 
will also the course of the Democrats 
in attempting to disfranchise the illit- 
erate voters. But little heed will be 
paid, however. lo the Democratic slo- 
gan of "negro domination." it being 
the purpose of the Republican leaders 
to eliminate the question from the 
campaign as much as possible. 


But little is said as yet concerning 


the probable successor to Senator 
Wellington in tbe event of Republican 
success in carrying the legislative 
ticket. Those most prominently men- 
tioned are Phillips Lee Goldsborough 
and Congressmen Pearre and Mudd. 
No favorites are being played at this 
time, however, it being "anything to 
beat Gorman" with the Republicans. 
Upon this issue they will make their 
fight this falL 


Field Against Cummin*. 


Cedar Rapids. Ia.. Anr. 6. — Pros- 


pects are that it will be Albert B. 
Cummins against the field for the 
nomination for governor In the Repub- 
lican state convention, which will 
meet here Wednesday. The fortunes 
of the field will be in the hands of s 
steering committee, composed of two 
representatives of each candidate for 
governor, with the exception of Cum- 
mins. The determination of the can- 
didates to make a common fight 
against Cummins has been reached.

The members 
of the steering committee claim they 
will be able to keep their men in line 
and defeat Cummins.

Philadelphia, Aug. 6.—Without a 


moment's warning a block of six 
buildings, on Locust street, above 
Tenth, was wrecked by an explosion 
which demolished five structures and 
caused the death of from 10 to 20 or 
more persons. Over two score of oth- 
ers were more or less seriously in- 
jured. Some of those taken to the 
hospital will die. It is estimated that 
at least 35 persons were in the five 
buildings when the explosion occurred.

lows: Locust street. No. 1008. Hous- 
man's pool and billiard rooms.

Morris Rosenthal's second-hand cloth- 
ing store, occupied by Rosenthal. his 
wife and five children; 1012.

of the explosion had window panes \ 
shattered and was otherwise dam- j 
aged. Every building on the opposite j 
side of Locast street was more or less : 
wrecked, but none of them fell. 
| 


A terrible cry went up from the 


ruins the moment the explosion oc- 
curred. "\Vomen. children and men. 
occupants of the wrecked 
houses, 


could be seen crawling from tbe de- 
bris, while the agonizing cries of oth- 
ers were heard in the wreckage. From 
all the surrounding buildings injured 
people came running and fell into the 
street unconscious. To add to the 
horror fire broke out in the debris the 
moment it settled to the ground, and 
in less Than five minutes the great 
pile was burning fiercely from end to 
end. A general alarm was turned in 
for fire apparatus and ambulances, 
and in the meantime the work of res- 
cne was voluntarily begun by those in 
the neighborhood who were not in- 
jured. Several lives were saved by 
jthis prompt wort. When tbe firemen 
reached the scene the 'flames had 
reached great headway, and were 
Igniting the buildings across the 
street. The fire, hovrsver. was soon 
under control, and with the exception 
of a small blaze here and there it was 
extinguished in a few minutes. 


The work of digging away the ruins 


then begun in earnest. Near the edge 
of the debris several colored men were 
taken out and sent to the hospitals. 
While the work of rescue was going 
on in the exploded block, hospital at- 
tendants and others made a search of 
all tbe damaged houses on the oppo- 
site side of the street and almost a 
score of persons were taken to vari- 
ous hospitals from these places. The 
Jefferson and tbe Pensylvania hospit- 
als, which are located nearest to the 
scene of the explosion, were soon 
filled with injured. 


From 40 to 45 persons were removed 


to the several hospitals suffering more 
or less severe injuries. 


Charges Made by Jurors.

Irrigation in Arizona ha* 


subject of an inresugatlon 
by the government, tbe results of which 
are now available. Bays a special dia- 
patch from Wacblngton to tbe 8t 
Louis Globe-Demoerat. Tbe work wa» 
done under tbe direction of tbe ceaawi 
bureau and was largely directed by Mr. 
II. F. N'eweU, chief bydrographer of tbe 
United States geological snrrey. aad 
Mr. Clarence J. BlancbanL Altbooch 
tbe ri'i>oris are thus far confined to the 
territory of Arizona. It is expected they 
will attract general attention in view of 
the drought in tbe southwest and the 
movement for a general irrigation 9ft- 
tem under the patronage of tbe gorem- 
ment. The report says In part: 


"The Importance of irrigation is dem- 


onstrated by tbe fact that irrigated 
In ml outside of tbe Indian reservations 
has an acreage of 185.396. or SL4 per 
cent of tbe corresponding improved 
lamL Tbe progress of agriculture dur- 
ing the decade ending with 1900 la at- 
tributable to tbe successful application 
of irrigation to tbe growing of bay and 
forage, cereals, vegetables, fruita and 
other crops. 


"Within the ten years from 1880 to 


1900 04o miles of canals and ditchea 
were constructed at a cost of $1.508.- 
4(3. Out of this total $512.000 was ex- 
pended in ditches into which no water 
had been turned before June 1. 1900. 
Aside from this amount $230.000 la rep- 
resented in Mn«i« which were complet- 
ed within tbe last few years and would 
utilize only a small quantity of tbe wa- 
ter appropriated for them. Tbe acre- 
ages under these ditches which in tne 
near future trill be brought under cul- 
tivation will undoubtedly be much lar- 
ger than the area now irrigated bj all 
tbe ditches constructed since 1889. 


In lSi>0 the acres irrigated outside of 


the" reservations numbered 65,821; in 
1900 they numbered 185.396. By tbe 
opening of new ditches and canals be- 
ttveen 1S90 and 1900 26.297 acres were 
added to tbe irrigated area. By the en- 
arpeiaent of the canals previously con- 
structed and as tbe result of more in- 
telligent methods of water distribution 
03.27S acres were added to tbe produc- 
tive area of the territory. Tbe total In- 
crease in irrigated land in ten years 
was 11!>.575 acres. Most of this land 
was public domain in 1890. At a low 
estimate its present average ralne I* 
?«0 per acre, or $3.587.250. Irrigation 
h;i« added this large amount to the 
farm wealth of the territory. 


••The total number of acres of irrigat- 


ed crops, as given above, is 137.233, 
while the total number of acres'of land 
irrigated is 1S5.39G. Tbe difference of 
4S.l',v> acres represents approximately 
the area of pasture land irrigated- It i» 
probable that a portion of tbe area up- 
on which crops were reported as grown 
without irrigation was really irrigated 
at sorne time during the year. 


"In addition to surface water obtain- 


ed from rivers Arizona possesses con- 
siderable quantities of ground water, 
or so called underflow, with depths va- 
rying from 40 to 1,500 feet Seventy- 
seven farms were wholly or in part 
supplied -with ibis ground water by 
pumping from wells. In this way 974 
acres -were irrigated- The use of wells 
to augment the supply of water to tfae 
ditches or by pumping the water di- 
rectly upon the land is becoming more 
general each year, and IB sections 
where an artesian supply ts abundant a 
considerable area of land above the 
line of the ditch ultimately will be re- 
claimed and rendered productive and 
valuable. 


"The ditches furnished with suffi- 


cient -water supply properly adminis- 
tered are able to increase the cultivable 
area in nearly that proportion. Tbe ar- 
erage cost of constructing the ditcbes 
•zras about S2.954 per mile. $5 per acre 
of land irnder ditch and $24 per acre 
for tbe land actually irrigated in tbe 
year liSto, 


"Xot all the Investments in irrigation 


ditches bave been profitable, and not 
all have been wisely made. Tbe disap- 
pointments which have folio-wed many 
notnMe attempts to reclaim large areas 
of arid land have nearly always been 
due to tbe failure on tbe part of those 
concerned to give proper consideration 
| to the subject of water supply. Sncb 
j failures are reflected in tbe higb aver- 
age cost of irrigation canals per acre of 
irrigated land, and the average is made 
to appear much greater than it actually 
is. For ditches wisely planned and eco- 
nomically constructed tbe average coat 
per irrigated acre does not vary tnacb 
from tbe average cost of water rights, 
£9.50. 


"The average value of arable land 


under ditch, but not yet prepared for 


I irrisntion. is S7.73 per acre, while that 
] of good irrieated land is $4a50. Tbe 


I difference. S-'S5.77. is the average value 
i per acre added by irrigation. There 
! has been a large proSt over tbe cost of 
ditch construction. RM per irrigated 
acre. This profit would have been much 
larger and tbe cost per irrigated acre

THE CHARGE 


Judge Eason Briefly Explains tbe Law fo 


the Jury. 


It was 3:30 o'clock when Judge Eas- 


on began his charge to the jury. 
It 
was explicit and clear. There -was no 
mistaking its terms. Be showed that 
while Belter claimed his marital rela- 
tions had been pleasant Judge Roche 
claimed these marital relations could 
not have been injured. The extent 
of injury must depend on tbe rela- 
tions of husband and wife, and if the 
husband is found to be a libertine he 
is entitled to nominal damages only. 
The measure of redress he left with 
the jury, and said they could find 
much or little, as they found the 
plaintiff bad been injured much or 
in'little. "The burden of proof," said 
Judge Eason. "is on the plaintiff to 
prove bis wrongs, and on tbe defend- 
ant to prove the adulterous character 
of the plaintiff.*' 


Judj?e Eason instructed the jury to 
disregard the controversies of attor- 
neys, but to consider only the testi- 
mony, and testimony is what comes 
from the mouths of witnesses.
